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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the present pending claims recite a "separating" step, and that one of ordinary skill in the art would know many ways 
in which to remove the grinding media. The examiner agrees that one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to use a multitude of 
separating steps to remove the grinding media, however the separation step is not what was referred to in the rejection. The claim is 
missing the step of removing the solvent, the claimed limitation recited "to obtain an oxytitanium phthalocyanine mixture comprising the 
oxytatanium phthalocyanine and the solvent." Therefore the last step of the claim, as written, results in an oxytitanium slurry, and not the 
oxytitanium crystal as claimed. 

Applicant argues that none of the phthalocyanine materials described in the Nukada reference as an X-ray diffraction spectrum meeting the 
requirements of claim 1 1 . The examiner respectfully disagrees. Nukada teaches a phthalocyanine with a maximum Bragg angle peak at 
23.7+/-0.2o with other peaks at 18o. 
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
